As owner of Atlas Pyro Vision Productions, the 
New England-based company which has been hired for 
Marion's July 3 fireworks display, Mr. Pelkey knows a 
little about those big, beautiful bursts of light in the sky 
we all respond to with "ooos" and "aahs" every summer

around the Fourth of July. 

"This is my 22nd Fourth of July," Mr. Pelkey said. 
"I've been doing this since March of 1986. It started as a 
family business — since divorced — but I've still contin- 
ued to operate the company. (Atlas is) a 57-year-old com- 
pany, the oldest in the far east (coast). We started in 1950 
performing about two dozen displays ... and we originally 
manufactured our own fireworks." 

Mr. Pelkey said Atlas now does over 800 events a 
year — everything from indoor and outdoor pyrotechnic

shows to sporting events, outdoor concerts and even par- 
ties and weddings. The company also has six retail stores 
in New Hampshire under the Atlas Fireworks moniker 
where it is legal to buy fireworks for personal use. 

"A lot of people assume we just perform on the 
Fourth of July, but we work year-round,'' Mr. Pelkey said. 
'In the fall we do displays for the New England Patriots 
... hockey games (and) baseball teams. It stays pretty busy 
year round." 

Some of Mr. Pelkey' s crowning achievements 
include a fireworks display for the Royal Wedding of the 
Prince and Princess of Spain, the Miss Universe Pageant 
in Trinidad, and the rededication of the Washington 
Monument in Washington, DC in 2002. 

"Over the years we've developed strong rela- 
tionships with other countries like Australia, China and 
Canada," Mr. Pelkey said. "We were hired in Spain for 
the running of the bulls. We've had a lot of exciting op- 
portunities to meet some interesting people. 
(It's amazing for) a little company out of Jaffrey, New 
Hampshire." 

That little company promises to mount a big 
display from the waters off Silvershell Beach in Marion 
beginning at 9:00 pm on Tuesday, July 3. For the first time 
ever in Marion's history, a state-of-the-art computerized 
system will fire off the elaborate sequence of shells from 
a barge floating in Sippican Harbor. And the man calling 
the shots will be none other than Mr. Pelkey himself.

''The good news, bad news is we're computeriz- 
ing the display ... the bad news is Fm doing it," Mr. Pelkey 
mused. "I basically outlined the display (and) I've incor- 
porated many special effects into (the show). Recognizing 
the efforts (of the Marion Fireworks Committee), this is 
kind of a payoff for them. I told them I'd do whatever I 
could to make this an over-the-top display (this year)." 

Since these computerized systems are usually 
reserved for larger-scale shows, Marion is quite literally 
getting a bigger bang for its buck. 

"Typically these systems are only used in larger 
displays of $50,000 or more," Mr. Pelkey said. "I'll be us- 
ing the same barge I'm firing in Falmouth and Hyannis 
(in Marion)."

Mr. Pelkey said he's devised a dense but intense 
20-minute high-impact display for Marion's July 3 event 
using a combination of ''Saturn-pattern'' shells, large 
flower-shaped bursts of varied colors, and something 
called a Nichiki Kamuru, which is Japanese for "large, 
breaking shell." 

Mr. Pelkey said Atlas no longer manufactures 
their own fireworks shells and most of his larger-scale ef- 
fects are purchased from companies in Japan and Spain. 

"We travel to Spain and China every year and 
evaluate different types of factories and typically we'll get 
an exclusive for one or two years, then other companies 
will start to use these effects," he said. 

With a larger-than-usual turnout expected this 
year for Marion's fireworks due to the fact that no other 
community in close proximity is having a display the 
same night (Wareham just canceled their planned July 3 
event), Mr. Pelkey is poised to be the all-important "man 
behind the curtain" making all the magic happen. 

"We've been all over the world, but there's noth- 
ing more satisfying than entertaining the communities in 
our own backyard," he said. "The (Cape Cod area) has 
always been a high point for me." 

And with Mr. Pelkey in town, you can always 
expect fireworks.

Tuesday, July 3 at 9:00 pm 
(rain date: Thursday, July 5) 
Marion Town Band Concert starts at 8:00 pm 
In the Village 

• Please ask your guests to arrive before 6:00 pm. 

• Front Street and Lewis Street are often blocked with heavy 
pedestrian traffic. Note the special parking regulations! Plan 
accordingly! 

• Sometime in the early evening, there might be no more room 
for vehicles in the Village. For safety, Marion Police will have to 
shut off access (NO EXCEPTIONS). Again, plan accordingly! 

• To facilitate post-event traffic egress, for side streets between 
Vine and Zora: West of Front Street, all cars must park facing 
Converse Road; East of Front Street, all cars must park facing 
Water Street. 

• Please do not block driveways or ambulance / fire truck access. 

• No parking on Sippican School fields or Tabor Academy 
campus. 

• Please treat village homes and property as if they were your 
own. 

At Silvershell Beach 

• Arrive early . . . allow for extra time to get to Silvershell! 

• No parking at the beach lot (except handicapped plates).

• Please practice safe boating: Don't overload your vessel; make 
sure there are personal flotation devices on board for everyone; 
ensure that children under 12 have life jackets at all times; bring 
a horn, whistle or bell and visual distress signals (flares, flags 
or lights); don't forget an anchor, bailer, paddle/ oar; note that 
operating any vessel under the influence of alcohol is prohibited; 
no trailer parking at Old Landing; ramp use requires Town of 
Marion sticker; and no boat or jet ski launching from Silvershell 
Beach.

in this race. We have over 400 runners!'' As the crowd 
applauded its approval the MC added, "\ don't know, 
maybe it's the weather. What a beautiful day we have 
here today." 

With temperatures still in the upper 60s and a 
bright blue cloudless sky above, maybe it was the weather 
that attracted so many to Marion on Saturday morning, 
June 23. More than one runner remarked to another that

Pastime of the Past 
Vintage Base Ball Club Forming in 
Mattapoisett 
By Robert Chiarito 

While American lore would like you to believe 
that Abner Doubleday invented the game of Baseball in 
Elihu Phinney's Cooper stown, NY cow field one day in 
1839, the truth of the matter is a bit different and not all 
together clear. The game has been played in one form or 
another almost since the day they pilgrims set foot on 
Plymouth Rock. An English book from 1744 included 
a woodcut of men participating in a Base-Ball game. In 
1791, the town of Pittsfield, MA passed a by-law that 
prohibited the playing of baseball within 80 yards of town 
meeting houses. The first written set of rules to be pub- 
lished for a bat and ball game with four bases, pitchers 
and fielders was published in 1810 in Paris, France under 
the name poison ball. Old town maps from the Colo- 
nial period are dotted with unexplained diamonds that 
make reference to the ball game or town game field. As 
the country grew up, the game grew along with it from 
a child's game into a leisurely Sunday afternoon affair 
played by gentlemen who represented various clubs and 
towns. Official rules differed from city to city, state to 
state and town to town. 

By the mid-nineteenth century, men like Alexan-

der Cartwright, widely considered the true father of base- 
ball, sought to set rules for a game that had been played 
for many years. In 1845 Mr. Cartwright published the first 
set of rules of what we would recognize as closely mir- 
roring the game as we know it today. The game, though 
similar to what we know, still had many phases of evolu- 
tion to pass through and is still evolving to this day. 

The interest in the game's history has been an 
American obsession for at least 100 years. Over the last 
couple of decades, clubs have formed to revive the game 
as it was being played throughout the Northeastern 
United States prior to the Civil War. 

One of these groups, the Ironsides Vintage Base 
Ball Club, is seeking to play the game as it was played in 
1858. The Mattapoisett-based club plays using rules of 
both the New York Game and the Massachusetts Game 
from 1858. In these early versions of baseball an out could 
be recorded by catching the ball on a hop, the pitcher 
stood 15 feet closer to the hitter and threw a soft 10-inch 
ball underhanded as opposed to throwing a harder, nine- 
inch ball over handed as is the custom today. The club's 
name is derived from that of a New Bedford team of the 
same name that formed, again, in 1858. A news clipping 
from the August 21, 1858 Evening Standard Times read, 
''The Ironsides Base Ball Club, lately formed in this city, 
held their first meeting for practice yesterday on the City 
Common. The result was very satisfactory."

Mattapoisett Voters Reject Fire Station Plan 

By Kenneth J. Souza 

Mattapoisett voters resoundly rejected the latest 
bid for a new $4,285 million Fire Station during a single- 
question Special Election held on Tuesday, June 26. Of the 
1,139 voters — or 25.5 percent — of the registered voters 
who made their way to the polls, 687 voted "no" while 
452 voted "yes" for the Proposition 2-1 / 2 override which 
asked: "Shall the Town of Mattapoisett be allowed to ex- 
empt from the provisions of Proposition two and one-half, 
so-called, the amounts required ($4,285,500.00) to pay for 
the bonds to be issued in order to finance constructing, 
originally equipping and furnishing a new fire station?" 

A defeated and disappointed Chief Ronald Scott 
broke the bad news to his men as they huddled around 
him in the parking lot just outside the Old Hammond- 
town School polling place. 

"There's no contingency plan, no backup plan," 
Chief Scott said. "You may see me give up. I've been 
on this (Fire Station Building Committee) for 20 years 
— that's a long time." 

Just five years ago a more elaborate and expen- 
sive plan was brought before voters to construct a new 
building on town-owned land adjacent to the existing 
Mattapoisett Police Station on Route 6 and the members

lice Department/' Chief Magee said. 

The board next met with Debra Martin, Secre- 
tary of the Rochester Lions Club, to address some of the 
board's concerns over the recent carnival the club spon- 
sored on private property adjacent to the Plumb Corner 
Mall.

"The way it came out in The Wanderer, it sounded 
like we were putting together a carnival without permits/' 
Ms. Martin said. 

"It's just a matter of keeping open communica- 
tion," Chairman Morse added. 

The board next signed and approved the new Po- 
lice Department contract, the new Dispatcher's contract, 
and approved and signed a contract with newly-hired 
Building Commissioner Richard Leibowitz. He will begin 
working full-time for the town on July 2. 

At 7:16 pm the board met with members of the 
Park Commission to discuss using monies collected 
from the issuance of beach stickers to Silvershell Beach 
in Marion to irrigate and improve the ballfield at Gifford 
Park.

Trust (RLT), noted: "Without Mr. Church's willingness 
to convey this property to the Rochester Land Trust at a 
price below its market value, this acquisition would not 
have been possible. We thank him very much.'' 

The Rochester Land Trust will rely on the exper- 
tise of the Massachusetts Department of Fish and Game 
to enhance the wildlife value of the property. Part of 
maintaining the ecological and natural resource value will 
include a forestry management plan. The RLT will clear a 
small area for parking just off Marion Road and will clear 
and create trails throughout the property. The Land Trust 
plans to have an open house at the site as soon as it is 
ready. 

This land acquisition would not have been pos- 
sible without the help of the Coalition for Buzzards Bay 
(CBB), especially Allen Decker, and their Buzzards Bay 
Land Revolving Fund's three-year loan to the Rochester 
Land Trust. A grant from the Makepeace Neighborhood 
Fund in July 2006 helped us pay for the appraisal, legal 
and closing costs.

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Health Scare

Sicko. Directed by Michael Moore. Running time: 126 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Michael Moore comes across best when he's asking questions, or 
making movies in the form of questions, and in Sicko he asks the big one: 
Who are we? Not in the cosmic sense, but as Americans. How have we 
gotten to the point where we live with a cruel, unjust health-care system 
and not only do we accept it — we can't imagine it any other way? Who 
thinks it's okay that medical decisions that can mean life or death should 
be influenced by money? Who thinks that dumping patients on the street 
when they can't pay their hospital bills is what America should be all 
about? Who could be proud or a nation that treats its people this way? 

In other countries, all of this is unthinkable. Moore takes his cameras 
to Canada, where an American woman drives across the border and 
pretends to be a Canadian man's common-law wife in order to get the 
cancer medications she's been denied back home. He visits a crowded 
hospital waiting room and mock-naively asks the patients how long 
they waited and how much they paid. The answers: About 45 minutes at 
most, and nothing. Moore goes to England, where doctors are paid (very 
well) under the National Health Service according to how healthy their 
patients are. In France, Moore is bewildered to find that the government 
pays for practically everything, including nannies for new mothers. 

In Sicko, Moore casts himself as the fair-minded, common-sense 
American wanting to know why the country he loves isn't better. This 
isn't a partisan broadside like Fahrenheit 9/11: while Moore makes the 
case that our health-care dilemma started with Nixon, he takes a few 
shots at politicians on either side of the aisle, including Hillary Clinton 
(for backing down on the health-care issue) and even the sainted JFK. 
This is the Michael Moore who once described Bill Clinton as the best 
Republican president we've ever had. He doesn't even cast this as a 
rich-vs.-poor debate; he doesn't spend much time on people without any 
health insurance. His focus is on hardworking Americans who thought 
they were covered until the insurance companies found ways to weasel 
out of paying, often with lethal results. 

Reviewing Fahrenheit 9/11, 1 said that maybe it should' ve been The 
Lila Lipscomb Story, after the woman who was radicalized against the

Iraq War after losing a son there. Well, Sicko has a whole cast of Lila 
Lipscombs — ordinary people who don't just fall through the cracks 
but are pushed through them. Only the heartless will fail to be moved 
by the stories Moore finds here — the woman whose husband was de- 
nied bone-marrow treatment because it's "experimental"; the woman 
whose little girl, in the throes of high fever, was shunted off to another, 
company-approved hospital only to go into cardiac arrest there; the man 
who lost the tips of two fingers in a sawing accident and was given a 
choice — do you want to fix the ring finger for $12,000 or the middle 
finger for $60,000? Which would you choose? It sounds like a choice the 
sadist mastermind in the Saw movies would force on his victims. Sicko, 
indeed. 

At the finale, when Moore brings three ailing 9/11 rescue work- 
ers to Guantanamo to get the same medical treatment our government 
assures us Al-Qaeda suspects are getting, Sicko risks grandstanding. 
The rescue workers get free, excellent treatment in a Cuban hospital, 
and drugs for five cents. It's a stunt along the lines of the usual Moore 
antics, but the point is made: if it's possible elsewhere, it's possible here, 
or should be. Inspired by the Cuban firefighters' ethos that we are all 
as brothers and sisters, Moore even gives $12,000 to an Internet blogger 
who slams Moore every chance he gets, and whose wife needs urgent 
medical care he can't pay for. What could come off as self-aggrandizing 
— "Look, I gave money to a guy whose blog attacks me!" — is instead a 
summing-up of the film's message, which is not so much that American 
health care sucks (it does) or that insurance companies are corrupt and 
venal (they are) but that our society of "me" needs to turn into a society

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Growing Pains 



As I was standing in front of the cherry blossom tree 
about to be dedicated in memory of former Selectman Harry 
A. Brown Jr. last week on the grounds of the Rochester Se- 
nior Center, I started thinking about how the unique, rural 
town I've come to know and appreciate has radically changed 
since I began covering it some 17 years ago. 

It is often said that Rochester has really progressed 
beyond what was once a quaint, out-of-the-way farming 
community in the last 10 to 15 years, and there are tell-tale 
signs of that everywhere you look — from the new faces 
seated behind the Board of Selectmen's table in Town Hall 
to the new houses and municipal buildings springing up on 
lots that were once nothing but vacant tracts of forest. 

But what's really changing is the makeup of the resi- 
dential population in general. Rochester is slowly but surely 
trading in their rich stock of round-the-clock, hard-working 
Yankees for a decidedly younger breed of nine-to-five, ca- 
reer-oriented families. Not that it's a change for the worst, 
mind you ... it's just a noticeable shift in what was long 
considered a reliable quota. 

Quite often change can be good, and there's certainly 
much to be applauded in how the town recently bucked a 
years-long trend by building new facilities for their police 
department and ever-thriving elderly population. 

But I just can't help being nostalgic about a time not too 
long ago when the very same people recently memorialized 
with tree plantings at the Rochester Senior Center would 
have stood up to oppose such drastic changes in their com- 
munity. People like the aforementioned Harry Brown, who 
was never shy about giving his opinion on things whether 
political or not; the always-endearing and dryly-amusing 
Katherine Church, who embraced and welcomed the long- 
overdue construction of the town's bustling new Senior 
Center and spent her final years working there; and the 
equally-important Paul Ouellette, who was responsible for 
the daily upkeep and maintenance of the Senior Center. 

Looking around at the crowd gathered to honor them 
last week, it was strange not to see them there as active 
participants themselves. Surely Paul would have made sure 
that seating arrangements were all in order; Harry would 
have been shaking hands and greeting people, unable to 
kick the deeply-ingrained politician's habit; and Katherine 
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Helena Brown (far left)^ widow of the late Harry Brown Jr., stands 
surrounded by her family as a tree planted in her husband^s memory 
is dedicated on the grounds of the Rochester Senior Center.

would have made one of her deadpan remarks that were far 
funnier than I think even she knew. 

It's not that I want to suggest Rochester is becoming 
less personal, but I've always regarded it as being "people 
friendly," if you will, and many of those people have since 
passed on, leaving a void that I don't think can be filled. 

It also struck me that just a day prior to the planned tree 
planting service, Rochester lost another fine gentleman with 
the passing of longtime Board of Health member John Lafre- 
niere. The husband of Town Hall Administrative Assistant 
Veronica Lafreniere, John had been sick for some time, but 
the outlook seemed promising the times I inquired about 
him to Veronica. Sadly, things somehow took a turn for the 
worse and I was taken aback by the news of his death last 
week. 

Like Harry, Katherine and Paul, John was a recogniz- 
able smiling face amidst a sea of smiling faces in Rochester 
and although I didn't know him well, I came to know him 
through Veronica, who remained supportive, strong and 
positive throughout his illness. My thoughts go out to her 
and her family during this difficult time. 

I'm sure there will eventually be more people like Harry, 
Katherine, Paul and John who will come along and devote 
their time and effort to better Rochester ... not for fame or 
money, but just because they enjoy it. And when they do, I 
hope they're not reluctant to make their voices heard loud 
and clear ... even if only for old time's sake.
